vision, and on one newsreel program. Clippings are still coming

Canned Foods Still Best Buy 


Retail price indexes of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, released Novem- 
ber 24, again show canned fruits and 
vegetables have increased least in 
price of all foods in relation to pre- 
war, 

On previous releases, certain mem- 
bers have been given publicity in their 
local papers, and it is therefore urged 
that all members place this latest in- 
formation before editors. Separate 
pages and matrixes duplicating the 
material on page 376 are made avail- 
able for that purpose. Copies of the 
release and the mats have been sent 
by the Association to a select list of 
some 500 metropolitan newspapers, 
wire services, and trade papers. 


Canners Urged To Respond 
To N. C. A. Pricing Survey 


In order to gain information on the 
effect of mandatory f.o.b. pricing on 
the canning industry, for presentation 
to the Capehart Committee conduct- 
ing public hearings concerning freight 
absorption, the Association is survey- 
ing the industry by questionnaire. 


Together with a letter explaining 
the significance of the pricing inquiry 
in relation to the canning industry, 
the questionnaires were mailed last 
weekend to all canners. Each canner 
is urged to comment as fully as pos- 
sible about his own situation or his 
own producing area, and to return 
the questionnaire to the Association 
as promptly as possible. 

All references to individual com- 
panies or possible identification of in- 
dividual companies will be deleted 
from the Association's presentation to 
the Committee. 


The survey is being made by the 
Association at the direction of the 
Board of Directors, which considered 
in detail the changes in the legal rules 
controlling delivered price selling, 
freight absorption, and the circum- 
stances under which a seller might 
reduce his price to meet competition in 
good faith.

America’s inflation-conscious housewives when they shop for food will find that 
prices of canned fruits and vegetables have not increased as much as other foods. 
The latest available U. 8. Bureau of Labor Statistics’ figures show the average 
retail price for all foods is 211.5 percent of the pre-war base period 1935-39, whereas 
the index for canned fruits and vegetables is only 158.9. This chart shows for each 
of the food groups included in the BLS report the relationship of the current average 
retail price to its average pre-war price. 


Canned Fruits and Vegetables 
Show Least Increase in Price 
According to BLS Price Index 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (November 
24, 1948)—Canned fruits and vege- 
tables declined in price from Septem- 
ber 15 to October 15, according to a 
release by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. These canned foods are the 
housewife’s best buy, the National 
Canners Association states, pointing 
to the fact that they show less in- 
crease over pre-war prices than any 
other food group reported by the BLS. 

The drop in food prices from mid- 
September to mid-October, which was 
reflected by most foods, was much 
greater than the usual seasonal de- 
cline and marked the third consecutive 
month of falling prices for food. 


Ever since September, 1947, prices 
of canned fruits and vegetables have 
been lower in relation to prewar prices 
than any other category of foodstuffs 
as reported in the monthly BLS re- 
ports. The index of canned food prices 
dropped in mid-October to 158.9, which 
was more than 50 points lower than 
the average of all foods. 

The BLS reported that the retail 
price index for all food items on 
October 15 was 211.5 percent of the 
1935-39 average, 2.4 percent below 
the peak reached in July, 1948. 

Canned fruits and vegetables have 
registered the smallest price increase 
of any of the food categories included 
in the latest BLS report of price 
indexes:

Canned Foods Price Publicity 


Canners continue to send in clip- 
pings of newspaper articles pointing 
to the favorable position of canned 
fruits and vegetables in today’s mar- 
ket. Price publicity prepared and dis- 
tributed by the Association now is 
known to have been published in news- 
papers having a combined circulation 
of 5,412,794. 


“A Story Worth Repeating!” and 
the illustration entitled “Market Bas- 
ket Bargain,” which appeared in the 
INFORMATION LETTER of October 2, 
have been given widespread publicity. 
Both pieces of information were con- 
tained in clippings sent in by Chris- 
tiansen Products Corp., Weslaco, Tex., 
and The Larsen Co., Green Bay, Wis. 


Christiansen Products Corp. sent a 
clipping from the McAllen, Tex., Val- 
ley Evening Monitor (circulation 6,- 
622), and The Larsen Co. sent a clip- 
ping from the Green Bay Press-Ga- 
zette (33,299). Also, the Times (5, 
546) of Gettysburg, Pa., cited John A. 
Hauser, president of C. H. Musselman 
Co., as authority for statements about 
the low retail prices of canned foods. 


Minnesota Consolidated Canneries, 
Inc., sent a clipping from the Herald- 
Journal (116,216) of Syracuse, N. Y., 
which reproduced “A Story Worth 
Repeating!”. The News (7,371) of 
Shelbyville, Ind., in reproducing both 
“A Story Worth Repeating!” and 
“Markst Basket Bargain,” noted that 
“nine food packing plants constitute 
one of Shelby county’s larger indus- 
tries.”

Journal of Commerce Features 
Special Article by Cumming 


“If one thing has characterized the 
housewife’s food buying during the 
war and since, it has been her marked 
preference for food of high quality, 
her insistence on buying well-known 
brands when they were available,” 
according to an article by N. C. A. 
President Howard T. Cumming in the 
annual GMA number of the Journal 
of Commerce on November 15. 


Another feature of that issue is an 
article by Happer Payne, Director 
of the Labeling Division, reviewing 
the canning industry's voluntary label- 
ing program and describing the new 
color motion picture entitled “Bet- 


ter Labels” which is being shown this 
season at many canners and whole- 
salers’ meetings. 


Mr. Cumming’s article asserts that 
“canners generally are adopting new 
methods and techniques, looking to the 
improvement of quality,” and cites 
the efforts of canners to ensure qual- 
ity control by growing a major part 
of their raw products, and employing 
men with technical training in agri- 
culture and with farm experience for 
their farm and field work. 


The place of importance now held 
by quality control men in canning 
factories has developed with the defi- 
nite improvement of the caliber of 
canning factory employees, Mr. Cum- 
ming's article notes, in pointing out

The index for the 
average of all foods also declined, to 211.5, and the index for canned fruits and vege- 
tables dropped to 158.9. 
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that 21 colleges and universities now 
offer four-year curricula in food pres- 
ervation or food technology which 
lead to a degree. 


The article also points to the nu- 
tritional values of canned foods and 
the effective studies that are being 
made by N.C.A. and other labora- 
tories to improve the nutritional 
values. “It would seem that the in- 
dustry is alive to its responsibility 
to provide constantly improved canned 
fruits and vegetables,” Mr. Cumming 
wrote. 

Emphasis also was placed on the 
favorable position of canned fruits 
and vegetables in the price indexes 
published monthly by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics.

vision circuit. At least one of these 
programs was relayed to other cities, 
because it has been reported seen in 
both New York and Washington. 

Telenews serviced 18 cities with a 
newsreel of the nutrition demonstra- 
tion. Members of the Association 
staff viewed this newsreel at Wash- 
ington's Trans-Lux Theater, where 
it was shown November 19 through 
November 23. Carl Byoir and Asso- 
ciates, who planned the demonstra- 
tion, press conference and publicity 
releases, report that Telenews also 
serviced the New York City news- 
reel theaters and 37 other regular 
motion picture houses there which 
show news shorts. 


Radio Reports, Inc., has supplied 
the N. C. A. with texts of three broad- 
casts that mention canned foods nutri- 
tion. One of these was the Kate Smith 
noon program over WOR (New York) 
and the Mutual Broadcasting network 
(190 stations) on November 17. The 
other two are scripts of the WOR 
program “The McCanns at Home” on 
November 12 and again on November 
15. On both broadcasts the nutritive 
value of canned foods, as given in 
the publicity material out of Chicago, 
was stressed 

Katherine R. Smith, Director of the 
Home Economics Division, was inter- 
viewed on the radio twice during the 
Directors’ meeting in Chicago, and on 
each broadcast made use of the nutri- 
tion findings. These broadcasts were 
over Chicago's station WAAF on No- 
vember 12 and on the WLS program 
“Featured Foods” on November 11.

All of the newspaper wire services 
carried the nutrition publicity out of 
the Chicago press conference and most 
of the clippings reported above were 
from these sources. The Associated 
Press filed the story on three wires: 
business, science, and general news. 
A special writer for the United Press 
filed a woman’s page story out of New 
York, built on the material from the 
Chicago meeting. Pictures of the 
demonstration and the exhibits were 
made by most of the photo wire serv- 
ices, and samples of Acme, N.E.A., 
and Wide World telephotos appear in 
some of the clippings listed above. 


The publicity kits distributed to the 
press representatives who attended 
the Chicago press conference also were 
sent to all of the trade magazines 
in the food field as well as to profes- 
sional magazines serving nutritionists, 
home economists and medical and sci- 
entific readers. Special food page and 
science page articles also were dis- 
tributed to 65 of the leading national 
magazines, and the special food page 
story was mailed to the food editors of 
165 leading daily newspapers all over 
the country. From the above special 
articles and special distributions, it is 
hoped that further publicity on canned 
foods nutrition will appear at times 
in various parts of the country in the 
next few weeks and months.

Price Supports for Potatoes 
To Be 60 Percent of Parity 


A support price of 60 percent of 
parity for the 1949 crop of Irish pota- 
toes and a national production goal 
substantially below this year’s acre- 
age have been announced by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The national figure for 1949 has 
been set at 1,938,300 acres, about 200,- 
000 less than the planted acreage this 
year. USDA's announcement said 
that major provisions of the 1949 
potato program are: 

“(1) The crop will be supported at 
60 percent of parity, the minimum 
level under the ‘60 to 90 percent’ range 
provided in the applicable legislation ; 
(2) to be eligible for price support 
operations, individual growers must 
stay within the acreage goals estab- 
lished for each farm; and (3) par- 
ticipating growers will, to the extent 


market their potatoes un- 

er the provisions of ug ree- 
ments, in order to help stabilize mar- 
keting, keep lower grades out of com- 
mercial channels, and assure consum- 
ers the better quality potatoes.” 


Secretary Charles F. Brannan made 
the following statement: 


“I have been extremely reluctant 
to approve the lowering of the sup- 
port price for potatoes to 60 percent 
of parity. I want it clearly understood 
that this figure applies to potatoes 
only, and that it cannot be regarded 
as a precedent or as the attitude of 
this Department in establishing the 
general level of price supports under 
our new legislation.” 


Liquid Ammonia Fertilizer 


The use of liquid ammonia as a 
source of nitrogen for fertilizing crops 
is the subject of a leaflet entitled 
“Liquid Ammonia as a Fertilizer” 
published by the Plant Industry Sta- 
tion of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, Beltsville, Md. 


Leaflet on Soil Conservation 


The “conservation farm plan” used 
by more than half a million United 
States farmers is described in a new 
publication of the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture, Leaflet No. 249, “What 
is a Conservation Farm Plan?” pre- 
pared by the Soil Conservation 
Service. 

The conservation plan—“a blue- 
print for your farming operations” 
is written by farmers and soil con- 
servation technicians together, adapted 
to the land capabilities of every acre 
on the farm. It shows what each acre 
should be used for, whether for crops, 
meadow, pasture or woods, as well as 
how much conservation protection each 
acre needs. The plan sets up, for ex- 
ample, crop rotations and amounts of 
fertilizer to be used, land to be culti- 
vated on the contour, and drainage 
and terracing needs. 


Copies of the conservation plan leaf- 
let may be obtained from Soil Conser- 
vation Service offices.

Canners’ Fruit and Vegetable 
Stocks and Shipments 


The Association's Division of Sta- 
tistics has compiled tables comparing 
canners’ stocks and shipments of 
canned peas, canned red pitted cher- 
ries and canned sauerkraut and baby 
foods. Complete reports on these 
items have been mailed to all canners 
packing these items. 


Canned Peas 


Stocks of canned peas in packers’ 
hands November 1, 1948 were 11.2 per- 
cent lower than the previous Novem- 
ber. Reports to the Division of Sta- 
tistics from canners of 90 percent of 
the peas this year, with estimates for 
the other 10 percent, show that ship- 
ments during October amounted to 
nearly 2% million actual cases or 
10.2 percent of the pack. Shipments 
for the same month in 1947 were 10.0 
percent of the pack. 

Packer stocks on November 1 were 
16.9 percent Alaskas and 83.1 per- 
cent Sweets, whereas in 1947 they 
were 19.6 Alaskas and 80.4 Sweets. 

November 1, 1948 stocks on the 
basis of 24/2’s amount to 17,655,000 
cases as compared with 20,324,000 
cases in November 1947. 

This report covers only canner 
stocks and shipments and does not 
take into account distributor stocks.

Canned Severkraut 


The total 1948 pack of canned sauer- 
kraut was approximately 46 percent 
less than the 1947 pack, according to 
the Division of Statistics. The report, 
which includes only sauerkraut packed 
in hermetically sealed containers and 
sterilized by heat, shows a pack for 
1948 of 3,189,363 cases of all sizes 
compared with last year’s pack of 
5,904,168 actual cases. 

The report, compiled from returns 
from all but 18 firms known to have 
packed sauerkraut with estimates for 
those who did not reply, show an in- 
crease in the amount packed in No. 
2 cans. In 1948 about 630,000 cases 
of sauerkraut were packed in No. 2 
cans compared with 250,000 cases in 
1947. In 1948 only about 2 million

The Bureau of the Census has 
announced that it will resume its 
reporting of stocks of certain 
canned foods in the hands of 
wholesalers and chain store 
warehouses. Instead of month] 
reports, which were issued until 
July of this year, the Census 
Bureau will issue reports cover- 
ing inventories as of October 31, 
1948, December 31, 1948, Febru- 
ary 28, 1949, and May 31, 1949. 
It is expected that summary data 
will be made available within 30 
days following the date to which 
the figures relate.

Stocks of red pitted cherries in 
packers’ hands November 1, 1948, 
amounted to over one million cases 
compared to 438,717 cases November 
1, 1947. Shipments during October 
were more than 70 percent greater 
than in the same month a year ago. 
The Division of Statistics in reporting 
these figures noted that they are based 
on replies from canners who packed 
about 92 percent of the 1948 pack, 
together with estimates for those not 
reporting.

FOREIGN TRADE 


Canned Vegetables Removed 
From Export License Control 


Canned vegetables, vegetable juices, 
and soups are included in the list of 
commodities which may be shipped to 
any destination in the world without 
an export license, according to the Of- 
fice of International Trade. 

Canned foods removed from export 
license control are asparagus, baked 
beans, pork and beans, corn, peas, 
soups, tomatoes, tomato paste and 
puree, green beans, lima beans, spin- 
ach, and other vegetables and vege- 
table juices; also catsup, chili sauce, 
and other tomato table sauces. 


The addition of these 22 foods 
to the “GRO” list, as set forth in 
Comprehensive Export Schedule No. 
26, was announced by OIT in Current 
Export Bulletin No. 494. Specifically, 
the canned foods for which export 
licenses will no longer be required are 
identified by Schedule B numbers 
124100-124990 inclusive and 125100. 


Exports of U. S. Citrus Fruit 
To Be Encouraged by USDA 


The Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration of the Department of 
Agriculture has announced a program 
designed to encourage exports from 
the United States of fresh and proc- 
essed citrus fruits (except limes) to 
European countries eligible to receive 
aid under the Foreign Assistance Act 
of 1948. 

The program provides for payments 
of one-fourth of the gross sales price, 
computed before deduction of such 
payment, basis f.a.s. U. S. port. Such 
gross sales price shall not exceed the 
domestic market price of the product 
at the time of sale and place of de- 
livery as determined by the Adminis- 
trator, Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration. 


USDA officials said this program 
is intended to encourage exports over 
and above the quantities which other- 
wise would be exported; therefore, 
provisions of the program will not ap- 
ply to quantities exported to the 
United Kingdom until after one mil 
lion gallons of concentrated citrus 
juice or its equivalent shall have been 
exported to the United Kingdom dur- 
ing the period July 1, 1948-June 30, 
1949. 


Announcements containing full de- 
tails of this program will be mailed 
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soon to all known shippers and proc- 
essors of citrus fruits. Exporters may 
obtain additional information and 
copies of the announcement by writ- 
ing to the following representatives 
designated for citrus fruits origi- 
nating in the area named:

Exports of Dried Fruits 


The Department of Agriculture has 
announced that payments will be 
made to eligible U. 8. exporters who 
export dried prunes and raisins to 
countries participating in the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program. The rate of 
payment per ton will approximate 25 
percent of the sales price of the fruit, 
f.o.b. Pacific Coast processing plants. 
The program is being developed under 
the authority of Section 32, Public 
Law 320, 74th Congress, to use a part 
of the annual customs duties to en- 
courage the exportation of agricul- 
tural commodities through such pay- 
ments. 


To the extent that dried fruits are 
exported under this program, a cor- 
responding reduction in tonnage will 
be made in the quantity which Com- 
modity Credit Corporation will pur- 
chase under the dried fruit purchase 
program announced by the Depart- 
ment on August 23, 1948. 


FAO Reports on Programs 
For Increasing Foed Output 


In spite of a slight gain in food 
and agriculture supplies in 1947-48 
over other postwar years, only seven 
of the FAO member nations sub- 
mitting their annual progress and 
program reports to the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations could be said to have 
food supplies which, if equitably dis- 
tributed, would provide adequate nu- 
trition for all their peoples. 


These nations are the United 
States, Australia, Canada, Denmark, 
New Zealand, Norway, and Switzer- 
land. Their reports were among those 
received from 46 countries and terri- 
tories at the opening of the FAO Con- 
ference now underway in Washington. 
In their entirety, the progress and 
program reports convey three out- 
standing impressions: 


1. Most governments are deter- 
mined to improve the nutritional 


levels of their people and their food 
and agriculture positions generally. 
Toward this end a number of coun- 
tries have formulated definite and 
positive programs for the next few 
years ahead. 

2. Most countries are giving up 
their wartime and postwar policies of 
increasing production at all costs, and 
are giving more serious consideration 
to questions of production efficiency 
and to longer-term economic problems 
of demand. 

3. Agriculture, fisheries, and for- 
estry may be on the brink of a new 
era of advancement, especially if 
helped by the effective application of 
modern science and technology. 


LABELING 


Labeling Committee’s Movie 
Scheduled for Many Showings 


The showings of the Labeling Com- 
mittee’s new color motion picture, 
“Better Labels,” have gotten off to 
a good start. Following the first pub- 
lie showing at the Wisconsin Canners 
Association meeting, the film was 
shown at meetings of the N.C.A. Ad- 
ministrative Council and Board of 
Directors in Chicago. 

During the past two weeks it has 
been shown at four other State and 
regional canner meetings. It also has 
been shown at the meeting of the 
Label Manufacturers National Asso- 
ciation in Chicago and before the 
board of directors of the Canning 
Machinery & Supplies Association, as 
well as to several consumer publica- 
tion editorial groups. 


The film is scheduled for showings 
at practically every State and regional 
association meeting this fall and win- 
ter. Bookings are coming in for nu- 
merous wholesale, retail and broker 
sponsored meetings. 


Individual Canning Companies 
Numerous individual canning com- 
panies are preparing to show the 
picture to their entire organizations 
including key production personnel. 
Many canners plan to show it at 
their growers’ meetings as evidence 
that the industry is going to great 
lengths to present the growers’ crops 
to the very best advantage to the great 
body of American consumers. 
Copies of the film are available on 
a loan and prompt return basis to 
any interested and responsible com- 
pany or group. 


MEETINGS 


N. C. A. Officers and Staff 
Take Part in State Meetings 


The N.C.A.’s labeling film, which 
illustrates the industry’s voluntary 
labeling program, has been shown at 
four State canner conventions at 
which Association officers and staff 
members were participants over the 
past two weeks. 

Happer Payne, Director of the 
Labeling Division, showed the motion 
picture entitled “Better Labels” at 
the meetings of the Illinois Canners 
Association in Chicago November 15- 
16, the Indiana Canners Association 
in Indianapolis November 18-19, and 
the Iowa-Nebraska Canners Associa- 
tion in Des Moines November 22-23. 
The film also was shown at the con- 
vention of the Tri-State Packers As- 
sociation in Atlantic City, N. J., No- 
vember 22-23. 


The mutual interests of canners and 
growers were emphasized at the II- 
linois canner’s fall meeting by Dr. 
Charles H. Mahoney, Director of the 
Raw Products Bureau, who said that 
cooperative efforts will achieve better 
financial returns for growers, crops of 
higher quality for canners, and im- 
proved canned foods for consumers. 

President Howard T. Cumming ap- 
peared on the program of the Indiana 
canners' fall convention, and First 
Vice President John F. McGovern 
spoke at the annual meeting of the 
Iowa-Nebraska canners. 


Looking forward to the convening 
of the 81st Congress in January, Mr. 
McGovern declared that “as citizens 
in a democracy you have a right and 
a duty to express yourselves to your 
elected representatives in Govern- 
ment, to give them the benefit of your 
knowledge and experience so that they 
may have a better understanding of 
how proposed legislation may affect 
the national interest generally and 
certain segments of our economy in 
particular. 


“In these days of more and more 
Government in business, you cannot 
afford the continuance of the ‘Let 
George do it’ attitude in the matter 
of protecting yourselves and the coun- 
try against the forces that could sub- 
ject our free and competitive economy 
— . overhauling,” Mr. McGovern 
sa 


“The country,” he continued, “may 
well need some repairing and fixing 
up, but it is the duty of each of us 
to be vigilant and well enough in- 
formed so that the fixers and repair 
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outfits do not end up with an entirely 
different economy than has existed in 
this country since its inception.” 


At the Tri-State convention, Secre- 
tary Carlos Campbell led the discus- 
sion at a forum on “Merchandising the 
1948 Pack,” and Howard R. Smith of 
the N.C.A.’s Washington Research 
Laboratories took part in a discussion 
of standards for canned corn to be 
issued by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 


Press Releases Sent Out 


For each of these State meetings 
the N.C.A. prepared and distributed 
press releases reporting the participa- 
tion by Association personnel in these 
programs. The N. C. A. sent copies of 
these releases to the regional offices 
of the national newspaper wire serv- 
ices, radio stations, trade papers, and 
to a total of 266 daily papers and 494 
weekly and bi-weekly papers in the 
States represented in the canners’ 
meetings. Releases also were sent to 
State secretaries for distribution to 
press representatives covering the 
meetings.
